Rock Creek water 
quality slipping

TWIN FALLS - At a recent gathering 
' at 'fiVe'RdCk Creek" Parkway, several - 
.long-time Twin Falls residents mar- 
velled at the new condition of the Rack 
Creek canyon. ■ . . 

They commended The hard work of 
tKfe-fiock Creek Brigade and hundreds 
of volunteers who have pruned trees, 
restored native plants, covered graffiti 
and hauled out truckloads of garbage 
from the stretch of Rock Creek below 
the old Twin Falls warehouse district. 

With smiling faces, they pictured fu- 
ture weddings a: the. rustic site, and en- . 
visioned children diving from the 
branches of an old willow tree into the 
waters 

But swimmers might want to look 
closer before they leap. 

Despite the work of volunteers, the 
water quality in Rock Creek is suffer- 
ing. The^stream that begins as crys- 
talline threads in the. South Hills ends 
as a thick, brown plume at its conflu- 
ence with the Snake River. During the 
stream's 45 mile journey, and even- be- 
fore it^rcachcs the newly-improved 
Parkway, it collects a load t>f sediment, 
-pesticides, litter and bacteria. 

The stream winds through farms. 


fecdlots, past factories and city storm 
drain systems. The runoff from these 
sources bring everything from car parts 
to fecal coliform.

Pastoral pollutants 

According to Clark’ and other local 
water experts, agriculture is one large 
contributor to Rock Creek's poor condi- 
tion. Irrigation returns can bring exces- 
sive amounts of sediment from farmers’ 
fields into the river, turning the river a 
murky - brown and stifling aquatic life. 
Fred Partridge, regional fishery man- 


ager for the Idaho Department of Fish 
and Game, said the excessive silt in 
Rock Creek smothers fish eggs and 
blocks the fry from reaching the sur- 

"Jf the stream well- jn better shape, 
the fish would maintain their numbers 
on their own.’’ Partridge said. Instead, 
-Fish and-Game spends up to $10,00° - 
each year stocking rainbow trout in 
Rock Creek, a stream that once proba- 
bly hurbored stcclhcad and salmon. 
Partridge said. 

In addition, the sediment brings with 
it other substances that can harm water 
quality. '

Experts say that a heavy sediment 
load also can bring nutrients that cause 
excessive plant growth, clogging the 
stream’s chanrtel. 

Livestock, that wade through Rock 
Creek have their own effect on water 
.quality. Fecal coliform, a bacteria 
found in animal waste, often far ex- 
ceeds the safe amount for recreational 
wutcr activities, according to Sonny 
Buhidur of the Division of Environmen- 
tal Quality.

WASHINirrON — The FIR Sound the 
fingerprints of Hillary Rodham CUtiton, 
Vincent Foster and four law mm titles 
on the first lady’s billing records that 
were missing for two years, a Senate 
committee said Tuesday. 

‘ The fingerprint analysis, ordered by 
Whitewater prosecutor Kenneth Starr, is 
aimed at determining who handled the 
records before they showed up in the 
White House living quarters two years 
after they had been subpoenaed. 

— Republicans -on the- Senate -Whitewa—! 
ter Committee immediately declared 
that the fingerprints raised "important 
. questions" that would be examined in 
heatings in thehext fewdaysl 

The White House responded tilt* analy- 
sis should put to rest some of the wilder 
theories_about_the documents, including 
that they were secretly remitted from 
Foster’s office the night of his July 1993 
death and then hidden from prosecutors. 

The findings deepen the mystery of 
the billing records, which outline Mrs. 
Clinton’s work for the savings and loan 
at the center of the Whitewater investi- 
gation. Of the six people identified as 
haring fingerprints on the documents, 
four had access to the White House.

Buhidar said. 

In 1981; a group of federal and 
—state agencies embarked on-a 10- 
year, muld-million dollar program 
to study agricultural pollution in 
Rock Creek. Agency officials 
wor ked w ith fanners to develop 
sediment ponds, minimum-tilling 
practices and other methods to ie-' 
duce agriculture’s effect on Rock 
Creek,- according to Rich Yankey 
— o f th e N at u r al R e s o urc e s - C o nse n 
vation Service. 

Yankey said the program re- 
diiccd the sediment load by 75 
percent. But since the program 
ended in 1991, some of the conser- 
vation practices along Rock Creek 
have disappeared. Yankey worries 
that farmers may think the conser- 
vation practices are not important 
because no one is following up on 
the program. 

It’s not that the need is gone, 
Yankey said, but when the- fund- 
ing ended, so did the formal edu- 
cational program. 

A city^s sewage line * 

But polluted runoff isn’t exclu- 
sive to the Magic Valley country- 
side. Industries and .urban runoff 
also contributes pollutants to Rock 
Creek. 

All of Twin Falls’ storm drain 
water runs into cither the Petrine 
Coulee or Rock Creek, according 
to city engineer Gary Young. 

The storm drain system is in- 
tended to drain excessive rain wa- 
ter out of the city, but the water 
carries with it oil, leaves, rubber, 
pesticides and anything else 
dumped in the streets. Young said 
the pollutants from storm-drain 
water certainly have a negative ef- 
fect on Rock Creek, but no' could 
pot say exactly how much. - — 

“I don’t think there’s anything 
definitive being done right now as 
faras tnuiuturing,“ Young said.* He 
. added tharmanjrdty officials say 
“the area should embark on a - 
^torro water management plan.” 

But a special city committee is 
considering loosening the regula- 
tions that govern storm water 
management- Within the next two

Throughout the Magic and Wood River 
valleys, tt sometimes takes IS to 20 tele- 
phone calls to find foster homes for chil- 
dren of all ageS, many pf whdm have 
been abused or neglected, said Frannie 
McMahon, a regional department super- 


visor for permanent planning.- • 

"We're still just desperately short right 
now," said McMahon: adding she would 
like to see foster children and families __ 
matched better. “We’tc back to doing' 
whatever we can. 

— “The'frusrrarion is that fostcr-care 
managers want to protea these; kids:’ 1 
Six families have become licensed 
since the crisis was announced, in August. 
Some other families who showed interest 
decided foster parenting wasn’t for them, 
McMahon said, and others still are in 
training. 

“We got a lot of response from that,” 
she said. “1-felt really good that we got ■ 
six licensed homes out of that." 

' In all, 75 foster homes aty licensed in 
the Magic and Wood River valleys, and 
about 50 regularly take children, 


McMahon said. There were 121 foster chil- 
dren in the foster-care system Tuesday, 
plui another 21 children living with rela- 
. rives in approved homes, she said. 

Regional Dkuctor Joyce McRoberts 
said Health and Welfare employees may 
-soon do some foster-parent recruiting in

The department also has purchased 
foster-parenting brochures and is going 
to distribute them throughout the area, 
McMahon said. - 

“I think it’s scary for a lot of people," 
said McMahon,- adding many of the 
abused and neglected children have; trou- 
ble with showing affection and with 
becoming attached.

Term limits petition 
hides constitu tional ta g

— TWlN FALLS — .-Voters who have- 
signed a 4-pagc petition advocating con- 
gressional term limits may have over- 
lookcd a small item on the seconiTpilge 
calling for a national-constitutional con- 
vention as well. 

Because the U.S. Supreme Court has 
ruled that congressional terms limits are 
unconstitutional, term limits crusaders 
say they ore left with only two options: 
convincing Congress to allow srates to 
vote on. the issue or holding a constitu- 
tional convention for the second time in 
- the nation’s history. 

If organizers of the movement can col- 
lect signatures of 41335 registered voters 
by July S, the measure will appear on the 
November ballot. But 33 states must 
approve similar measures to approve a 
constitutional convention. Such a mea- 
sure is being considered in 14 other 
states. 

The petition has awakened the fears of 
constitutionalist and Twin Falls attorney 
George Detweiler. 

_ “The convention could meet and make 
rhnnges to the whole constitution rf they 
.wanted-- to the freedom of, speech, the 
freedom of the press - without touching 
term limits," he said. 

He said the idea of a convention would 
gd hand-in-hand with the goals of other 
groups who seek to end the nation’s sepa- 
ration of powers and the voting system. 

But term limits supporters say the 
threat of a convention is a way to pres- 
sure Congress to qllow states to vote on 
such an amend ment.' 

"You have to agree, tKisis a terrible 
conflict of interest" for congressmen, 
said Donna Weaver, director of Citizens

eustom-built log home imparts contemporary feel

People build log homes because they 
love their rustic look and cozy feel But 
one couple in the Baltimore area want- 
ed all that and more. 

They wanted their home, to have- a 
handcrafted look and a sophisticated 
design. They wanted a contemporary 

— structure 'with-lots-oFopen-specea-and- 

light that still felt warm and homey. 
And they wanted a setting where their 
rather formal traditional furniture. Ori- 
ental rugs and Chinese porcelain 
wouldn't look out of place. 

“Friends who have heard us talk 
about having a log home are always sur- 
prised when they see it,* says the wom- 
an of the bouse. 

What their friends sec is a home as 
up-tt>date as the technology of its radi- 
~ anf heatirig system and as traditional as- 
its method of construction, a centuries- 
old craft called scribe-fitting. It's a log 
home on a grand scale. 

Forget nails and caulking and dried 
wood. Forget log cabin kits. A few 
craftsmen (in this case John Nininger, 
-owner, of. the Wooden Tlousc. C«mpany_ 


in Vermont) are building homes from 
giant green logs — fitting them together 
as. if they we re ^bujMer^cuK a 


sits tightly on the log below, the way a 
rider straddles a horse," as it’s been de- 
scribed. 

'The techniques involved have been 
perfected in Canada in the last 20 years 
or so, but the craft is much older. Nor- 
wegian churches built by scri befitting 
in the 12th century arc still standing. 

The owners spent three years investi- 
gating before they decided they didn’t 
want a manufacnired or kit home but a 
structure handcrafted with scribe-fit- 
ting.' Crucial to the process was Arthur 
Valk, one of the few architects in the 
area with experience in the design of 
such houses. _ 

“It’s very exacting design work," he 
says, because the logs are put together

FAA bans child booster seats from aircraft

WASHINGTON — Orders to U.S. facto- 
j-j os. shrank 5 l ighfiy ' m" Aprirah'deTdnTrtl 
for aircraft faded, but analysts said other 
signs were emerging that manufacturing 
may be shedding its lethargy. 

Although orders edged down 0.1 per- 
cent, the decline was due to the loss of 
volatile aircraft sales. Excluding trans- 
portation. orders posted the biggest 
monthly gain in nearly two years — 1.9 
percent. 

“After a bad year, I think things are 
looking up,” said economist Mark M. 
Zandi of Regional Financial Associates in 
West Chester. Pa. 

“Manufacturing is beginning to pick up 
some steam," agreed Sung Won -Sohn, an 
economist with the Norwest Corp. in 
“Minneapolis.* “I^sce -more strength-corn-— 
ing in pan because the inventory corrcc- 1 
tion is behind us." 

A buildup of stocks on shelves and 
backlots late last year resulted in 
reduced orders and a slowdown in output 
and manufacturing job growth.

The ban, effective in 90 days, was 
announced Tuesday by the Federal 
Aviation Administration. 

The agency said youngsters should 
"Tise pppreved front-or-rear-facing child 
seats instead. "Parents would still be 
allowed to hold children under age 2 in 
their laps, however. Federal rules 
require children age 2 and older to sit 
in their own passenger seat. 

First proposed last year, the ban on 


vest harnesses. and booster seats fob 
l ows t esting *>y^Uie_FAA’s Civil 
Aeromedical Institute in Oklahoma* 
City. 

The tests showed that these types of 
restraints do not provide adequate pro- 
tection for infants and toddlers, during 
takeoff, landing and while aircraft 
move on the ground, the FAA said. 

The booster seats elevate children 
without providing .side or back protec- 
tion and in some cases have no built-in 
belts to protect the children. Vest and 
harness restraints do not have a rigid 
platform, leaving* the child free to con- 
tact dangerous objects, the agency said. 

The FAA recommends that all chil- 


dren flying in airplanes be protected 
by an approved child restraints.. 
'Childrentinder-20-pounds-should-bo- 
restrained in a rear-facing seat, those 
between 20 and 40 pounds in a for- 
ward-facing seat and those over 40 
pounds by a standard airline lap. belt, 
the FAA said. "* 

Child restraint seats are certified by 
the National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration. It issued a companion 
rule which will require manufacturers 
of booster seats and vest and harness 
restraints to label them as “not certi- 
fied" for use in aircraft. Approved 
seats will be labeled as certified for 
use both in motor vehicles and aircraft.
